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REPORT 


My  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  following  report  for  the  year  1969  is  of  the  general 
conditions,  health  and  vital  statistics  of  the  Barrow-upon-Soar 
Rural  District.  The  Report  incorporates  a section  compiled  by 
Mr.  W.  Donovan,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

No  statistics  are  given  in  this  report  of  the  incidence 
of  venereal  disease  and  alcoholism.  These  conditions  can  be 
classified  as  social  diseases  and  it  is  difficult  to  assess 
their  prevalence  with  accuracy. 

There  has  been  a world-wide  increase  in  venereal  diseases 
since  the  late  1950s,  despite  effective  treatment.  The  number  of 
cases  of  measles  can  be  expected  to  decrease  rapidly  following 
the  introduction  of  the  measles  vaccine.  When  this  occurs, 
venereal  disease  will  then  become  the  most  prevalent  of  the 
infectious  diseases. 

It  has  been  estimated  that,  nationally,  there  are 
300,000  sufferers  from  alcoholism,  with  approximately  200,000 
of  these  patients  requiring  hospital  treatment  for  their  control. 
Clearly  the  hospital  service  is  totally  inadequate  to  supply 
the  facilities  necessary  for  treatment  on  this  scale. 

The  prevention  of  these  social  diseases  is  beset  by 
great  difficulties  as  the  increase  in  their  incidence  coincides 
with  a dramatic  change  in  social  attitudes,  but  there  is  no 
doubt  that  the  consequences  of  both  conditions  are  a source  of 
much  unhappiness  and  debilitating  illness,

and  all  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  helpful 
co-operation  throughout  the  year.

The  Rothley  Regional  Sewage  Disposal  Works  were  brought 
into  commission  and  this  made  it  possible  to  close  down  the 
Mountsorrel  and  Sileby  Works, 

Investigations  were  carried  out  on  the  storm  sewer 
systems  and  schemes  were  being  prepared  for  the  villages  of 
Wymeswold  and  Anstey.

Housing 


During  the  year  10  individual  Demolition  Orders  and 
8 Closing  Orders  were  made.  20  houses  were  demolished. 

In  Quorn  an  area  consisting  of  12  houses,  nos.  39, 

41,  43,  47,  49,  51,  53  and  55,  High  Street,  and  nos,  1,  3, 

5 and  7,  Church  Lane,  was  represented  as  a Clearance  Area. 

In  accordance  with  Circular  92/69,  the  Slum  Clearance 
Programme  for  the  period  1970  - 1973  was  as  follows r- 
46  houses  to  be  dealt  with  in  1970,  32  houses  in  1971,  32 
houses  in  1972  and  34  houses  in  1973. 

The  Department  continues  to  co-operate  fully  with 
the  Housing  Department  in  furthering  the  modernisation  of 
old  properties.

Firms  whose  dairies  are  not  in  this 
District  are  responsible  for  the  distribution  of  the  bulk 
of  the  milk. 

11  samples  were  taken  of  untreated  milk,  all  of  which 
were  found  to  be  bacteriologically  satisfactory.  All  8 samples 
of  untreated  milk  which  were  tested  were  found  to  be  free  from 
tuberculosis  and  brucella  abortus.

Inspection 

The  xnspsction  of  food  premises  still  requires  constant 
attention„  There  has  been  a gradual  improvement  in  food  shops , 
both  as  a result  of  better  appreciation  of  the  need  to  increase 
the  standard  of  hygiene  and,  in  no  small  measure,  to  meet 
consumer  demands » The  housewife  has  become  more  critical  of 
slxpshod  methods,  especially  with  the  rising  price  of  food. 

We  still  have  to  remind  shopkeepers  that  they  must  rotate 
their  stocks  to  ensure  that  perishable  foods  are  not  kept  beyond 
a reasonable  shelf -life.  There  is  a strong  case  for  date-stamping 
commodities  such  as  meat  pies,  which  would  help  both  the  small 
shopkeeper  and  the  consumer « Where  complaints  are  received  from 
the  purchaser  of  food  which,  although  not  unfit,  has  gone  stale, 
the  opportunity  is  always  taken  of  visiting  the  shopkeeper  with 
a view  to  improving  his  stock  control  methods. 

Two  successful  prosecutions  were  brought  under  Section  2 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  In  the  case  of  a tin  of  meat 
containing  a sharp  piece  of  metal  a fine  of  £30  was  imposed, 
plus  5 guineas  costs.  The  manufacturer  of  a loaf  of  bread 
which  contained  a metal  bolt  was  fined  £10  and  paid  £4  14s,  Od, 
costs  0 

Rodent  Control 

Due  to  the  inability  to  engage  an  efficient  rodent  operator, 
it  was  decided  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  a Service  Company  to 
deal  with  all  complaints  of  rodent  infestations  in  the  District, 

A free  service  was  still  given  to  all  private  householders  and 
other  treatments  were  recharged  to  the  occupier  of  the  land  or 
premises  treated.  The  Service  Company  also  treated  the  Council's 
sewers,  using  F luoroacet amide , 

490  surface  infestations  of  rats  and  48  of  mice  were 
treated.  The  Council  also  undertook  the  destruction  of  wasps' 
nests,  giving  a free  service  when  the  nest  was  within  a house,  but 
making  a charge  for  nests  in  other  locations,  82  nests  were 
destroyed , 

Clean  Air  Act 


Prror  approval  was  given  to  the  installation  of  boilers 
and  the  erection  of  chimneys  at  5 factories  and  one  commercial 
building , 
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Noise  Abatement 


Noises  from  industrial  premises  were  still  the  chief  cause 
of  complaint.  4 noisy  extractor  fans  were  modified  to  reduce  their 
noise  level.  2 compressors  were  blanketed,  but  it  was  found 
difficult  to  improve  conditions  due  to  noisy  machinery  where  sound 
was  often  transmitted  through  open  windows  and  the  noise  varied 
with  climatic  conditions. 

5 justifiable  complaints  of  noise  from  domestic  sources 
were  dealt  with,  but  there  were  also  others  which  were  of  a very 
minor  nature  and  were  only  of  short  duration,  as  in  the  case  of 
two  Do-It-Yourself  experts  who  were  altering  their  houses. 

There  seems  to  be  a distinct  possibility  that  there  will 
be  more  sources  of  noise  from  factories  when  the  factories  encroach 
on  private  houses  or  vice  versa.

Notification  was  received  from  the  Council’s  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  of  all  plans  deposited  under  the  Town  Planning  Act 
and  Building  Regulations  which  affected  business  premises. 

This  information,  together  with  the  local  knowledge  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors,  is  sufficient  to  maintain  a viable 
register . 


The  aim  is  the  inspection  of  all  premises  at  least  once 
a year,  but  revisits  are  made  where  any  contraventions  are 
found.  Written  notice  was  given  to  the  occupier  of  the  premises 
of  any  contraventions,  except  for  very  minor  ones  where  verbal 
instructions  were  given. 

There  were  no  special  circumstances  involved  in  the 
two  minor  accidents  which  were  reported.
